Isaac Shelley, the venerable and venerated 
hero of King’s Mountain, in the revolutionary 
war, who also led his children, the volunteers 
from Kentucky, to battle in the last war, and 
fought at the Thames, in Upper Canada—the 
first governor of Kentucky, and as sound a 
patriot and as honest a man as ever lived— 
the pride of his state, and the admiration of 
all who knew him personally, or by character 
—being full of years and of honors, paid the 
great debt of mature at fis residence near 
Danville, on the 18th ult. tenderly, but not 
bitterly, mourned. A more honest man never 
lived Sa more noble one never died. 

Thus, one by one, tall off the workmen of 
the revolution—yet a little while, and none 
will be left “to tefl the story of this nation’s 
birth” and “ shou'der his crutch to show how 
victory was won” by baretooted and half-fam- 
ished bands of patriots, kept together, at 
times, by ways and means s0 wonderful as to 
compel a belief that a special Providence act- 
ed in favor of the rights and liberties of our 
dear native land, at the time of its trial. 








As every fact relative to the survivors of 
“the time that trie! men’s souls’ is one ot 
peculiar interest at the present moment, it 


| may well be mentioned that Mr. John Jay is 


the only surviving member of the Congress of 
1774. 

John Morton, the first named on the list of 
the signers of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, was born in Ridley township, Dela- 
ware county, state of Pennsylvania, then 
Chester county. 

It oppears that of the fifty-seven men who 
sigued the Declaration of Independence, the 
birth places of four are unknown: ten were 
natives of Massachusetts; nine of Virginia ; 
seven of Pennsylvania; five of South Caro- 
lina ; four cf Maryiand ; three of New Jersey ; 
three of Connecticut; two of New-York ; two 
of Delaware; two of Rhode Island; two of 
England ; one of Ireland, and one of Wales. 

The youngest man who signed the Decla- 

ration of Independence, was Edwarg Rut- 
ledge, of South Carolina, then aged twenty- 
six years, and the oldest man who signed it, 
was Benjamin Franklin, aged seventy years. 
What a splendid career of usefulness he ran 
after three score andten! The average age 
of all the persons who signed the Declaration, 
at the time of signing, was a fraction more 
than forty years. 
Thomas Lynch, jr. of South Carolina, was 
but 27 @hen he signed the Declaration, and 
died in the 30th year of his age, being the 
youngest man who dred after having signed 
that most important of all State Papers, It is 
remarkable that the three youngest men in 
Congress, July 4, 1776, were all South Caro- 
linians ; their ages averaging but 27 years ani 
a third, while that of the whole assembiy, 
their own included, averaged more than 44 
years. The average age ot the persuns who 
signed the Declaration of Independence, at 
the time of their death, was sixty-six years 
and nearly a halfyear, Phe one who lived to 
the greatest age, was William Ellery, of 
Rhode tsland, who lived to be ninety-two.— 
The only one of them now alive, Charles Car 
roll, is now in his cighty-eighth: year.
